and Ireland, Defender ofthe Faitb, To 
HHacers of Our Privy Council, 
Meſſepgersat Arms, Our Sheriffs inthat part, Conjun&iy, and 
S—— YScycrally, Specially, Conſtitute ; Greeting, Foraſmuch 2s, 
, the Melting down of the Species of Money Currentin the Kingdom as Bullicn 
' tobeof newCoinedgunder thePrint ofOarlrons, is not only in it ſelf unnecellary, 
* butaviſible prejudice to the Common-good of the Realm: Therefore We 
* With Advice of the Lords of our Privy Council, have thought fit to Ordain, 
; and hereby Ordains that none preſume to Melt down avy Specics of Money, at 
preſent Current within the Kingdom, whether Forraign or not, te be bronght 
to our Mintz as Bullion to be of new Coined, and that the General ar:d Maſter 
of Our Mint, receive no ſuch Species of Money from any perſon as Buliton to be 
of New Coined : And farder that when any Plate or Lignets of Silver ſhall 
be brougiit in to Our Mint, and preſented as Bullivn, that they firft take the 
Preſenters and Owners Oath, that the ſaid Plate or Lignets are not Mce!ted 
down, and made by themſclves or their Procurement, direRly or indicetily, 
of «r,y of the foreſaids Species of Curremt Money ; Certifying, the ſaid Genes 
ra), Maſter, and other O fhicers of Our Mzzt, that it they failzic in the Premiſles, 
either by taking of the ftoreſaids Species of Current Coin for Bullion, or of 
any Ligners or other Plate without Exacting of the foreſaid Oath, and the Owe 
ner and Preſenter their Purging themſelves thereby, as ſaid is, it ſhall be 
Reckoned a Malverſation on the part of Our (aid General, Maſter, and ather 
Officers of the Mint, 1n:porting Tinſal of their reſpective Offices, And becaule, 
tharNowith(tanding,ot the Proclamation already emitted,anent the Paſſing of Fn 
gliſh Clip: Money, tie forelaid Abuſe of Clipping as to other Species, doth (till 
continue; Therefore We with Advice foreiaid, do hereby Prohibite all Ry-

Declaring the 4iuc Weight of the full Ryal or Cobb to be fourteen Drop, and [>, 
forth of their Halfs Quarters, E otherFractions; as alſo that noCliptMoney whut- 
ſomever, paſs Cur;cut, except by Weight, as ſaid is, that 1s by its truce and 
law ul Weiglt, itic werenot Clipt, and that there may be no Abuſe by Aizl.

down of tir tore{aid Light Cobbs, or other Clipt Money, but that they t:ke 
the ſame Oath ani Tryal thereancnt when offered, as 1s hereby preſcribed, A- 


next the Species cf Current Coin, above-mentioned, to the <tftect,that whoſuever * 


intends to bring in the foreſaid Light Cobbs, or their FraFions, or other Clipt 
Money for Bullion, may bring 13 the ſame 7» Specie to Our Mit, and no v- 
therwiſe, Likeas the foreſaids Othcers ot Our Mizt are hereby enjoyned to 
take Tryal, that the ſaids Cobbs and their Fradions offered for Bullion, be Light 
or otherways, that they do not reccive them, and that under the Certificati- 
on above-mentioned, and becauſe the Stock of Money of the Kingdom is at 
preſent greatly Impaired, by mens preſuming to export Gold aud Silver forth 
of the ſame,contrary totheLaws and Acts of Parliamentmade thereanent-therefore 
and to the Effect, vone pretend ignorance, We withAdvice foreſaid,Ordain the 
Act of Parliament One thouſand fix kundred and fixtie three, Entituled, AG 
againlt the Exportation of Money forth of the Kingdom,whereot the Tenor is here- 
unto ſnbjoyned, to be put to due and punctual Execution 1n the whole Heads 
and Clauſes thereof, with all Expeditoa and Stritnels OUR WILL 1S 
HEREFORE, and Ie Charge you ftritly and Command, that [ncons 
tinent, thir Oar Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Crofs of Edinburgh, and to 
the Mercat-Crofles of the hail Head-Burghbs ofthe ſeveralShires and Stewareries 
within this Kingdom 2 And therein Our Name and Authority, by open Pro- 
clamatioo make Publication hereof, that none pretend Ignorance.
